To the Citizens of Rumney: 
In compliance with the laws of the state, the following report 
of the public schools is respectfully submitted :

It was my intention at the commencement of the school year 
to prepare a nine years course of study, which would include 
the usual school-days of children. It was to be thorough and 
progressive, and arranged to avoid going back at the commence- 
ment of each term. Like the fabled frog, which fell back each 
night nearly as much as he had gained in the day, the scholars 
have been backward and forward until the prospect of ever 
completing a course of study seemed as hopeless as was his of 
getting out of the well. Without a prescribed course of study 
and a trained teacher in every school-room, satisfactory results 
cannot be secured. 

Owing to the adoption of the town system and the change in 

management, it was thought best to institute no system requir- 
ing time to perfect. I have endeavored to give advice and 
assistance as seemed needful, and it is especially gratifying that 
in any case they have been received. 
In reviewing the school year I find many failures, but none 
without reasons. These have been explained annually for the 
last eighty years, and are the same as usual this year. It has 
seemed as if every evil of the district system has had unusual 
prominence. If your schools have been closed on account of 
the railroad meeting, for the fair, and for the circus, it has 
been because the duties of the superintending and prudential 
committees have not been clearly defined. 

You have employed seventeen teachers during the year, who 
have labored with commendable zeal. Many of them have been 
successful. Several have failed in directive ability and adap- 
tation to the situation.. It is not profitable to go out of town 
to employ poorer teachers than we have at home, and pay higher 
wages. ‘Teachers of experience in the work must come out of 
the old track, and keep abreast of the times. Those among you 
_ who are attending the Normal School in order to become skilled 
workmen, should be encouraged and employed. All teachers 
must come up to a higher standard. You have paid your pro- 
portion of $5,000 for the Normal School, and also of $1,000 for 
expenses of teachers’ institutes.

GEOGRAPHY. 


After a careful examination I have introduced Harper’s series 
of geographies, dated May 1, 1885, for five years, to be ex- 
changed until May 1, 1886, to be furnished by agreement at 
introductory prices during that time. Geography is an essential 
element in education, first of our own country, next of those 
with whom we have commercial intercourse, then of the world. 
It is indispensable to the understanding of telegrams and rec- 
ords of current events in the papers, and, by its simple lan- 
guage, clear type, illustrations, and valuable tables of statistics, 
commends itself to every family. 


BOOK-KEEPING. 


The law prescribes no method of keeping accounts, but orig- 
inal charges and items are often called for in settlements. Few 
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can depend on their memory for their own items, neither can 
they trust those with whom they have dealings. All scholars, 
both male and female, should be taught some system whereby 
they will be able to keep their accounts in such a manner that 
their business can be understood by themselves or others. 

The progress of the class in the village grammar school de- 
serves especial mention. Of the 63,656 scholars in the state, as 
shown by the report for 1885, 7,224 have their names inscribed 
upon the Roll of Honor. Your registers show that you furnish 
your full proportion of this noble army. Some have been absent 
from causes beyond their control who are equally deserving of 
commendation. 

Jennie M. Avery received both prizes in No. 4, the first for 
being perfect in deportment and in all recitations, the second 
for most head-marks in spelling. 

The superintendent of public instruction says,—‘‘ The sole 
purpose of the town system is to give the same opportunity for 
learning to all the children in town without increased taxation. 
It would also give to many towns a graded system and the 
advantages of a high school at home. It also provides for an 
enlightened and zealous board of supervision.” 

I would extend my thanks to the selectmen, to the prudential 
committees, teachers, scholars, and citizens, for their constant 
manifestation of courtesies, and bespeak for the incoming board 
their cordial support, that the new system may have a fair trial.
